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This is a decision on the letter received on October 14, 2004, which sets forth 
that the above identified application is not abandoned. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to file a proper 
response to the Restriction Requirement, mailed December 1, 2003, which set a 
shortened statutory period to reply for one (1) month. On December 30, 2003, a 
one-month extension of time was received. No further extensions of time under 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a) were received. Accordingly, the above- 
identified application became abandoned on February 2, 2004. A Notice of 
abandonment was mailed on September 21 , 2004. 

Petitioner asserts that several responses were sent subsequent to December 1 , 
2003. The electronic record has been reviewed, and it is clear that three 
responses were received subsequent to December 1 , 2003. On December 30, 
2003, the above-mentioned extension of time was received. Two more 
responses were received subsequent to the abandonment of this application; on 
March 29, 2004, a letter was received which referred to the Examiner as a 
"terrible terrible person" and demanded that this letter be distributed to every 
Office employee, and on March 31, 2004, a letter was received which discussed 
a discrepancy in financial matters. At no time prior, or subsequent to the 
abandonment of this application, has Petitioner submitted the proper response to 
the restriction requirement, in that Petitioner has failed to elect a single species 
for examination. 
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In order to revive this application, Petitioner must: 

1 . Elect either group 1 or group 2, as set forth in the restriction requirement 
of December 1 , 2003, and 

2. File a petition under either 37 C.F.R. §§1. 137(a) or 1.137(b).
